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EDITOR OF COMMERCIAI APPEAL DIES 
SUDDENLY AT HIS DESK IN MEMPHIS 


Memphis, Tenn., November 
22. 
Death today laid unexpected hands 
on Charles Patrick Joseph 
Mooney, 
newspaperman and public servant. 
At the summit of a remarkable ca­ 
reer, Mr. Mooney, president of 
the 
Commercial Publishing Company and 
editor of The Memphis Commercial 
Appeal, was stricken by apoplexy and 
died a few minutes later at his desk, 
unconscious of a physician’s last min­ 
istrations. 
He was 61 years old. 
The launching of a new afternoon 
newspaper, announced last week 
by 
Mr. Mooney for his 
company, 
laid 
burdens on the distinguished editor 
which friends believed tonight 
had 
severely drained his usual robust vi­ 
tality. 
A cold which 
afflicted 
him 
last night still troubled him on ris­ 
ing today and he came to his office 
over the protests of his wife. 
Solemnity reigned tonight through 
“the shop” which 
for 
years 
knew 
Mooney as its inspiring genius, while 
employes, from editorial workers to 
galley boys, went about their duties 


hands. 
From 1896 to 1902 he guided 
the destinies of The Memphis Morn­ 
ing Journal. 
Returning from Chica­ 
go, where he was managing editor of 
the Examiner, he again in 1908 
be­ 
came executive head of 
the 
paper 
which felt his masterful control un­ 
til the moment of his death. 
A thorough fundamentalist in the 
field of journalism, Mooney was 
a 
bold advocate of the pre-eminence of 
news in a day when other features 
flourished in the daily press. His an­ 
nouncement of the 
new 
enterprise, 
the afternoon paper, expressed 
this 
stand when he said it would be first 
of all a news paper—“news first, then 
if there is room, features and pic­ 
tures” his statement said. 
With a vision which marked him 
for success, Mooney 
gave 
liberal 
space to reports of agricultural ac­ 
tivities. 
His editorial columns were 
his pulpit, from which he preached a 
gospel of diversification.

and farmers his co-operative counsel.

Mr. Mooney was bom in Bardstown 
Junction, Ky,, the son of John Fran­ 
cis and Hannah Spraggins Mooney. 
Of his immediate family, his widow, 
who was Corinne G’Sell O’Connor of 
Pine Bluff, Ark., two

agership in the executive office. Print­ 
ing and telegraphy were part of his 
early experiences.

York and Chicago under Munsey and

A stalwart Democrat,

Mr. Mooney’s talent for leadership 
was recognized by

fellows. 
He 
was a governor of the St. Louis Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank, a trustee of the 
University of Tennessee, a director 
of the American Red Cross and a di­ 
rector of 
the

School of Technology. 
His presence 
In launching benevolent movements 
was widely sought. 
Impulsive in his speech^ although 
seldom so in his acts, Mr. Mooney 
was alternately brusk and kindly in 
his dealings with his associates and 
< mploycs. 
Respect for him was uni­ 
versal. 
Those who knew him

made him the object of warm affec­ 
tion.

protection from simple goiter. 
The thyroid gland

It is an establish­ 
ed fact that when the body received 
iodine in some form, either from the 
food or drink, the thyroid gland re­ 
mains in a normal conditoin, admini­ 
stering properly its bodily function.

proper amount of iodine, abnormali­ 
ties develop.

All, with one

The average iodine content, omit­ 
ting the single analysis from Mary­ 
ville, is 1,93 parts per billion.

the “boot” in the southeastern corn­ 
er of the state. These counties, now 
containing some of the 
best cotton 
land in Missouri, frequently were re­ 
ferred to as “that part of Arkansas 
lying in Missouri”. 
At the time of 
the 
great earth­ 
quake in Southeast Missouri in 1811 
and 1812, John Walker was a weal­ 
thy planter and cattle raiser in 1 the 
territory now called the “boot”, ad­ 
jacent to 
Caruthersville. 
A 
large 
trade was carried on between French 
and Spanish settlers at New Madrid 
and the Americans in adjacent ter­ 
ritory. 
When Missouri was to be admitted 
to the union in 1820 
the 
southern 
boundary of the state was suggested 
at 36 degrees and 38 minutes north 
latitude. 
Walker know if this boun­ 
dary were adopted his immense land 
holdings would be left in unorganized 
territory. 
He presented his case to 
the commissioners appointed to 
fix 
the boundary. 
Walker 
carried 
his 
point, and the act admitting Missouri 
March 6, 1820, took in the “boot” and 
Walker’s large land holdings which 
otherwise might have become a part 
of Arkansas.

GARDENING BEGAN 
WITH MEDIEVAL MONK 


In the monks' herb garden of early 
medieval time« originated the a rt or 
present day gardening. 
The mon­ 
astery had to heal bodies as well as 
souls in those turbulent days, and the 
practice of medicine presupposed a 
good 
working 
knowledge of 
herb- 
growing. 
Indeed, an early school of 
medicine, started by the Benedictines 
of Monte Cassion. can be looked on 
as precursor of our great modern bo­ 
tanic gardens. 
E arliest records of gardens, afte r 
the day of 
im perial 
Rome, 
are of 


those 
belonging 
to 
ninth century 
m onasteries in w hat is now France 
or Sw itzerland—Saint Maurice, Saint 
Germain des Pres, Saint Amande and 
Saint Gall. 
Of this last a fully de­ 
tailed ground plan still 
exists. 
It 
shows the cloister garden fo r the use 
of the com m unity in the center; the 
*physic garden with its beds of six­ 
teen kinds of medicinal herbs; 
the 
kitchen garden laid out in nine long 
narrow beds for cultivation of 
pot 
herbs, and the cem etery which Was 
burying ground and orcMÉ^d in one. 
A peaceful God’s acre it m ust 
have 
been, 
with 
graves 
separated 
by 
shrubs, and its fifteen fru it trees, of 
which even the names 
are 
given. 
Charlem agne ordered 
herbs 
to 
be 
planted in the imperial gardens 
in 
812, and it is interesting to 
note the 
plants on his list correspond closely 
with those of Saint Gall. 
In England, there is another 
an ­ 
cient chart, a 
perspective 
plan 
of 
C anterbury 
m onastery 
gardens. 
There is also clear evidence in E ng­ 
lish m onastery records 
th a t 
corn, 
vines and fruit trees were grown in 
the tenth century. 
A s'in continental 
gardens, there were not many 
dif­ 
ferent varieties of .small plants and 
flowers. 
Roses, lilies, poppies and a 
few other flowers 
crept 
into 
the 
gardens, but only because of 
their 
supposed medicinal qualities. 
In the tw elfth century, both Bishop 
Grossetete of Lincoln and Alexander 
Necham, abbot of Cirencester, wrote 
about plants, the first, in relation to 
medicine, while Neckham included a 
list* of plants suitable for a “noble 
garden” , stttl principally herbs, tho’ 
peonies, daffodils and 
violets 
were 
added to the roses and lillies of 
an 
earlier day. 
As to actual m anagem ent of 
the 
grounds, all the gardens, vineyards, 
orchards, moats and fish ponds were 
under care of an officer, the gardin- 
arius or hortulanus, who arranged 
for labor, bought any necessary 
cu t­ 
tings or seeds, sold surplus cider or 
verjuice (raw grape juice) and kept 
iccounts. 
Accounts of a 
large 
m onastery, 
such as Norwich priory or Abingdon 
abbey, show th at within m onastery 
walls there were other small gardens 
besides those for the cloister 
and 
the visitors. 
The abbot or prior, the 
treasurer, the precentor, the infirm- 
arian and the sacristan had separate 
gardens, for which they paid a small 
rent to the gardinarius. 
The infirm­ 
arían grew medicine herbs 
in 
his 
plot near the hospital, 
while 
the 
sacristan raised flowers for the altar. 
Parish church and private chapel 
frequently had those sacristans’ g a r­ 
dens. 
Henry VI, founder 
of 
Eton 
College, left “38 feet df land between 
the wall of the church and the wall 
of the cloister, to set certain trees 
and flowers behoovable and conven­ 
ient for services of the same church”. 
But for a g reat feast day, sacris- 
tars were not always 
able to grow 
enough flowers 
to 
adorn 
altars, 
shrines, candles and statutes, or to 
garland clerics who were to walk in 
the processions, so that flowers of­ 
ten had to be bought. 
Certain flow­ 
ers were popular for certain 
days. 
Red roses were for the feast of Corp­ 
us C hristi (in 1624 they 
cost 
six 
pence at St. M artin O utw ich); broom 
was for E aster 
(one 
pence), 
and 
woodruff and lavender for Saint B ar­ 
nabas day. 
The prices do not seem 
to have been exorbitant, but in Lon­ 
don, at any rate, there 
could have 
been no di 
culty in buying flowers, 
for Saint Thomas a Becket’s 
clerk, 
Fitzstephen, w rote the 
citizens 
of 
tendon had fair and pleasant 
gar- 
iens; while as early as 
1300 
there 
was so much produce raised in Lon­ 
don that the gardeners, m eeting 
to 
sell their wares near 
Saint 
Paul’s, 
were a nuisance to churchgoers. 
W ith suppression of hte m onastar- 
ies, the monks' 
gardens 
were 
de­ 
stroyed wholesale. 
Soon 
after, pro­ 
m oters of the Reform ation discour­ 
aged lavish use of flowers in church 
and a new sort of garden, the“gar- 
den of pleasure”—the 
purely 
orna­ 
m ental plots of Parkinson and Rea— 
took th e place of those sacristan and 
infirmian which had 
been 
hum bler 
and less decorative, yet dedicated for 
centuries to the glory of God and the 
service of man.—F. M, Verrall in the 
Commonwealth.

THIS W EEK IN MO. HISTORY 


The 106th anniversary of three oth­ 


er Missouri counties falls on Novem­ 


ber 25. 
On this day in the year 1820 
the counties of Saline, Gasconade and 
Callaway were organized by the first 
General Assembly. These three, with 
the seven counties organized on No­ 
vember 16, 1820. were the first ten 
counties formed after 
M issouri 
a t­ 
tained statehood. 
Saline county was taken from the 
northw estern 
part 
of 
Cooper. 
Its 
northern boundary, then as now, was 
the Missouri river, but its southern 
limits, as set forth in the act of or­ 
ganization, extended as 
fa r as 
the 
great Osage river, thus including an 
area some five times as great as the 
present county of Saline. The perm a­ 
nent seat of justice of the county was 
to be determined by the five commiss­ 
ioners appointed by the act of organ- 
zation. 
These were: 
W illiam Coop­ 
er, Joseph Robinson, 
Abel 
G arrett, 
Sr., W illiam McMahan 
and 
Charles 
English. 
The name of Saline 
was 
given the county 
because 
of 
the 
numerous 
.salt 
springs within 
its 
boundaries. 
Gasconade county 
was 
organized 
from the western 
part of Franklin 
county. Its name was taken from the 
Gasconade river, which traverses the 
northw estern corner of the 
present 
county. 
Eaton, in a series of articles 
on “How Missouri Counties, Towns 
and Stream s W ere Nam ed”, which ap­ 
peared in the Missouri H istory 
Re­ 
view, states th at “The name is from 
’Gascon’, an inhabitant of Gascony. 
The people of th at province were not­ 
ed for their boastfulness. 
It was ap­ 
plied by the early French to the In­ 
dians living on its banks, who brag ­ 
ged about their exploits. 
The name 
means, to boast, brag, bluster 
ami 


thus the river received its name. The 
w aters of the river are 
boisterous 
and boastful and the name is also de­ 
scriptive’. 
Daniel M. Boone. Patrick 
Cullins, 
Moses Welton, John McDonald 
and 
Edward Simons were appointed com­ 
missioners to locate the seat of ju s­ 
tice of Gasconade county. Section 5 
of Jh e law stipulated th at the

held in the town of Gasconade, until

in 
said county, 
’’ 
The act of organi­ 
zation was to be in full force and ef­ 
fect from and a fter the first day 
of 
January, 1821. 
The county of Callaway 
was 
or­ 
ganized from the 
western part 
of 
M ontgomery county, 
having 
as its 
southern boundary the Missouri riv­ 
er. 
Like most of the 
other 
early 
counties of Missouri, its original lim­ 
its embraced a much 
greater 
area 
than at present, for the act provided 
th at all the territory lying north 
of 
Callaway 
county, 
“heretofore 
at 
tached to the county of M ontgom ery” 
should be attached to Callaw'ay for all 
civil, m ilitary and judicial purposes, 
until it should be formed into sepa­ 
rate counties. 
The commissioners for 
Callaway county were Enoch 
Fruit, 
W illiam M cLaughlin, 
Henry 
Brite, 
Josiah Ramsay, Jr., and Samuel Mill­ 
er. 
Provision was made by the law 
for the holding of the first courts at

Fort Lee, N.

1776.—What will be the fate of 
the 
three thousand soldiers of American 
freedom who were made prisoners of 
war in the surrender of Ft. Washing­ 
ton, their brethren here are asking. 
One of their number 
who 
escaped 
from his guards and 
made *his way 
across the river brings word that the 
first indications are that the prison­ 
ers will not be cruelly treated if all 
the British officers who have them in 
charge are like the 
first 
ones 
who 
led them away from the fort. At any 
rate, the fear that they would 
be 
mercilessly massacred because Col­ 
onel Magaw refused 
to 
surrender 
without 
a 
fight 
turns 
out 
to be 
groundless. 
They were first led to the Morris 
mansion, which for some time 
was 
General Washington’s 
headquarters, 
and 
as 
many of them as possible 
quartered in the barns and outbuild­ 
ings. Thence they were to be escort­ 
ed to New York City, to be placed in 
the churches and warehouses 
which 
the British have 
rtansformed 
into 
prisons. 
Their fate there may not 
be any too hapy, for William Cun­ 
ningham, the British official who has 
charge of prisoners, is a cruel mons­ 
ter with a most evil reputation. 
The British officers 
and 
soldiers 
look upon our people as poor, 
mis­ 
guided unfortunates who have 
been 
led astray and whose great crime is 
that we have dared to differ from the 
king. 
“Young men”, said one Scot­ 
tish officer to some of our men, “ye 
never should fight against your king”. 
A Pennsylvania soldier tells of his 
experience with Lieutenant Becket of 
the British army. 
He was trying to 
get news of his brother, who had been 
missing since the surrender, and ven­ 
tured to make his anxiety known to 
Lieutenant Becket. 
“Mr. Becket”, he relates, “applied 
to a gentleman on horseback, who had 
superintended the interment of

With much delicacy, addressing 
himself to me, the mounted officer re­ 
plied: 
“No, sir, we buried no

“An officer who had been talking 
with Becket came to me observing 
that the evening was very cool, and 
asked if such weather was usual with 
us at this season of the year. He ex­ 
pressed his hope that I had been well 
treated.

‘I am extremely sorry

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EDITOR OF COMMERCIAL APPEAL DIES 
SUDDENLY AT HIS DESK IN MEMPHIS 


Memphis, Tenn., November 
22.— 
Death today laid unexpected hand» 
on Charle» Patrick Joweph 
Mooney, 
newspaperman and public servant. 
A t the summ it of a remarkable ca­ 
reer, Mr. Mooney, president of 
the 
Commercial Publishing Company and 
editor of The Memphis Commercial 
Appeal, was stricken by apoplexy and 
ched a few minutes later at his desk, 
unconscious of a physician’s last min­ 
istrations. 
He was 61 years old. 
The launching of a new afternoon 
newspaper, announced last week 
by 
Mr. Mooney for his 
company, 
laid 
burdens on the distinguished editor 
which friends believed tonight 
had 
severely drained his usual robust vi­ 
tality. 
A cold which 
afflicted 
him 
last night still troubled him on ris­ 
ing today and he came to his office 
over the protests of bis wife. 
Solem nity reigned tonight through 
“the shop” which 
for 
years 
knew 
Mooney as its inspiring genius, while 
employe«, from editorial workers to 
galley boys, went about their duties 
with quiet tread and faces 
of 
un­ 
wonted gravity. 
M essages from every part of 
the 
nation and flow-era from his countless 
friends came to tell of wide respect 
and admiration and the grief which 
followed his sudden death. 
Mr. Mooney Was born in Bardstown 
Junction, Ky., the son of John Fran­ 
cis and Hannah Spraggins Mooney. 
Of his im mediate fam ily, his widow, 
who was Corinne G’Sell O’Connor of 
Pine Bluff, Ark., two 
sons 
and 
a 
daughter survive 
him. 
The 
last 
three, Mrs. Robert Galloway, Hugh 
Mooney and C. P. J. Mooney, Jr., live 
in Memphis. 
Editorial responsibilities carried by 
Mr. Mooney fell today until formal 
reorganization could be effected up­ 
on Capt. Thomas Fauntleroy, assist­ 
ant m anaging editor of The Commer­ 
cial Appeal, and on George Morris, 
newly named as editor of The Mem­ 
phis Evening Appeal, whose first is­ 
sue is set for December 1. 
Mr. Mooney was known as a man 
trained in the art of newspaper mak­ 
ing from the fundam entals to man­ 
agership in the executive office. Print­ 
ing and telegraphy were part of his 
early experiences. 
He 
carried 
the 
w eight of editorial direction in New 
York and Chicago under Munsey and 
Hearst. 
The Commercial Appeal, with cir­ 
culation and influence throughout the 
cotton states, is looked upon as the 
creature 
of 
Mooney’s 
brain 
and 


hands. 
From 1896 to 1902 he guided 
the destinies of The Memphis Morn­ 
ing Journal. 
Returning from Chica­ 
go, where he was m anaging editor of 
the Examiner, he again in 1908 
be­ 
came executive head of 
the 
paper 
which felt his m asterful control un­ 
til the moment of his death. 
A thorough fundam entalist in the 
field of journalism , Mooney was 
a 
bold advocate of the pre-eminence of 
news in a day when other features 
flourished in the daily press. 
His an­ 
nouncement of the 
new 
enterprise, 
the afternoon paper, expressed 
this 
stand when he said it would be first 
of all a news paper— “news first, then 
if there is room, features and pic­ 
tures’’ his statem ent said. 
W ith a vision which marked him 
for success, 
Mooney 
gave 
liberal 
space to reports of agricultural ac­ 
tivities. 
His editorial columns were 
his pulpit, from which he preached a 
gospel of diversification. 
Farm prob­ 
lems received his untiring attention 
and farm ers his co-operative counsel. 
Every industrial step in progress, in­ 
deed, found a friend in Mooney. 
Church activities obtained display 
under his direction, which religious 
leaders said was more generous than 
accorded elsewhere. 
A champion of 
old-fashioned moral 
standards 
and 
orthodox beliefs, he denounced mod­ 
ern tendencies when he thought these 
sought to undermine the home and 
deny the influence of religious teach­ 
ing. 
In politics Mooney’» voice was n«*v- 
er indistinct. 
A stalw art Democrat, 
he took his stand upon the principles 
of Andrew Jackson. 
An advocate of 
state sovereignty, he yet recognized 
the broad function of a stropg fed­ 
eral governm ent, and was never 
a 
servile follower 
of 
policies 
w-hich 
were m erely partisan or provincial. 
Mr. Mooney’« talent for leadership 
was recognized by 
his 
fellow's. 
He 
was a governor of the St. Louis Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank, a trustee of the 
U niversity of Tennessee, a director 
cf the American Red Cross and a di­ 
rector of 
the 
W illiam 
R. Moore 
School of Technology. 
H is presence 
ir launching benevolent movements 
was widely sought. 
Im pulsive in his speech; although 
seldom so in his acts, Mr. Mooney 
was alternately brusk and kindly in 
his dealings w'ith his associates and 
em ployes. 
Respect for him was uni­ 
versal. 
Those who knew him 
w'ell 
made him the* object of warm affec­ 
tion. 


MISSOURI WATER LACKS 
IODINE, SURVEY REVEALS 


Rolla, 
Mo., 
November 
22.—The 
analysis of representative sam ples of 
water from cities in various parts of 
M issouri, made by I>r. W. T. Schrenk, 
associate professor of chem istry, and 
E C. Hunze, at the School of Mines 
and M etallurgy here, working in co­ 
operation with the State 
Board 
of 
Health of M issouri, show that many 
of the w'aters of Missouri have a low l 
iodine content, whcih would indicate 
a high goitrous incidence in certain 
localities of the State. 


Dr. Schrenk and Hunze have ana­ 
lyzed so far Vp the investigation sa m -: 
pies of water from 21 
cities 
and 
springs in the State and only in one 
instance, the water from M aryville, 
have they found an iodine 
content 
above that recommended as 
a safe 
protection from sim ple goiter. 
The thyroid gland 
serves 
as 
a 
storage base and distributing system 
for the iodine in the body, said 
Dr. 
Schrenk, in explaining the results of 
the investigation. 
It is an establish­ 
ed fact that when the body received 
iodine in some form, either from the 
food or drink, the thyroid gland re­ 
main« in a normal conditoin, admini­ 
stering properly its bodily function. 
However, when the food and drink of 
a certain region do not contain 
the 
proper amount of iodine, abnorm ali­ 
ties develop. 
The thyroid, not find­ 
ing 
sufficient 
iodine 
in 
the blood 
stream to meet current demands, ad­ 
justs itself to the new condition by 
increasing jn 
size. 
The 
abnormal 
growth is termed sim ple goiter. 
The fact that iodine does play 
a 


specific part in this malady has been 
am ply proved by experim entation on 
anim als and man. 
The experim enters 
in each case have concluded that the 
lack of iodine in som e form is either 
the direct cause or that iodine is the 
specific. 
Also, 
investigators 
have 
shown, in other districts, that 
those 
districts having a water low in iodine 
indicate a high goitrous region, and 
that there is an inverse ratio between 
thé goiter in a given district and the 
iodine content of natural w aters. 
It 
also has been dem onstrated that the 
regions in which w aters are low in 
iodine also produce cereals and vege­ 
tables of low iodine value due to the 
very sm all amount of iodine in soil. 
In the study of Missouri 
w aters, 
sam ples have been obtained from lo­ 
calities in various parts of the State, 
ranging from Maryville in the 
e x ­ 
trem e northwestern part of the State 
to Kennett 
in 
Southeast Missouri 
Surface, spring, well and treated w a­ 
ters were exam ined. 
All, with one 
exception when compared with 
ten 
parts iodine per billion parts water 
regarded as normal, were low in io­ 
dine content. 


The average iodine content, om it­ 
ting the single analysis from Mary­ 
ville, is 1.93 parts per billion. 
This 
is .21 of a part per billion less than 
the average of w aters analyzed 
in 
M assachusetts where city waters are 
l*eing studied to determine whether 
iodine treatm ent will be 
necessary. 
In fact, many of the waters analyz­ 
ed in Missouri show iodine 
content 
below that of cities treating water 
supplies for iodine deficiencies.

Hackensack, N. J., November 19, 
776.—“I am wearied almost to death 
wdth th« retrograde motion of things, 
and I solemnly protest that a pecuni­ 
ary reward of £20.000 a year would 
no induce me to undergo what I do; 
and after all, perhaps 
to 
lose 
my 
character, as it Is impossible, under 
such a variety of distressing circum- 
tances, to conduct matters agreeably 
to public epectation, or even the ex­ 
pectation of those who employ me, 
as they will not make proper allow­ 
ances for the difficulties their * own 
rrors have occasioned”

ton today.

These counties, now 
containing some of the

ferred to as “that part of Arkansas 
lying in Missouri”. 
At the time of 
the 
great earth­ 
quake in Southeast Missouri in 1811 
and 1812, John Walker was a weal­ 
thy planter and cattle raiser in- the 
territory now called the “boot”, ad­ 
jacent to 
Caruthersville. 
A 
large 
trade was carried on between French 
and Spanish settlers at New Madrid 
and the Americans in adjacent ter 
ritory. 
When Missouri was to be admitted 
to the union in 1820 
the 
southern 
boundary of the state was suggested 
at 36 degrees and 38 minutes north 
latitude. 
Walker know if this boun­ 
dary were adopted his immense land 
holdings would be left in unorganized 
territory. 
He presented his case to 
the commissioners appointed to 
fix 
the boundary. 
Walker 
carried 
his 
point, and the act admitting Missouri 
March 6, 1820, took in the “boot” and 
W alker’s large land holdings which 
otherwise might have become a part 
of Arkansas.

On this day in the year 1820 
the counties of Saline, Gasconade ami 
Callaway were organized by the first 
General Assembly. These three, with 
the seven count ic?- organized on No­ 
vember 16, 1820, were the first ten 
counties form ed after 
M issouri 
a t­ 
tained statehood. 
Saline county was taken from the 
northw estern 
part 
of 
Cooper. 
Its 
northern boundary, then as now, was 
the Missouri river, hut its southern 
limits, as set forth in the act of or­ 
ganization, extended

Rreat Osage river, thus including an 
area some five tim es as great as the 
present county of Saline. The perm a­ 
nent seat of justice of the county was 
to be determ ined by the five commiss­ 
ioners appointed by the act of organ- 
zation.
